President Asks Tillers of 


Soil to Plant Plenty for 


Uncle Sam and Allies 


Washington, April 1(5. —Fresh im 
petus was given to the nationwide 
campaign for more food crops today 
by President W ilson's plea for unity 
of action in furthering America's suc­ 
cess the world over. 
The president’s appeal, addressed 
to his ‘‘fellow countrymen,” urged 
all the people to join in making the 
nation a unit for the preservation of 
i t s 'ideals and for the triuraph of de­ 
mocracy. but particularly emphasized 
the need of growers concentrating 
their energies on planting of crops so 
that the United States might fulfil its 
task of feeding the armies and peo­ 
ples who are fighting Germany. 
‘‘Without abundant food, alike for 
the armies and people at w a r,” said 
the appeal, “ the whole great enter­ 
prise ^ upon which we have embarked 
will fail 
Upon the farmers of the 
country, therefore, in large measure 
rests the fate of the war and the fate 
of the nations. 
“ I particularly appeal to the fa r ­ 
mers of* the south to plant abundant 
foodstuffs as well as cotton. 
They 
they can show their patriotism in no 
better way or more convincing way 
than by resisting the great temptation 
of the present price o f cotton and 
helpingJto feed the nation and the 
people tithing for their liberty and 
our own. 
The variety of their crops 
will be the visible measure of their 
comprehension 
of 
their 
national 
duty ” 
< o-operation by the government of 
the United States and the various 
states is promised in assisting fa r ­ 
mers to secure adequate supply of 
seed, an adequate force of laborers 
when they are needed and the means 
of expediting the shipments of fertil­ 
izers and f ‘ ria machinery. 
It is promised that “ there shall be 
no unwarranted monopolization 
of

Now’s the Time to Be­ 
gin Your Summer War on 
Dirty and Deadly Housefly 


T h e best m e a n s of getting aid of flies 
is n e v e r to let them get a foothold, 
according to NY. \V. Swett o f tile Mis­ 
souri agricultural experim ent station. 
Although 
his 
recom m en d atio n s 
a re 
m a d e mainly fro m t h e sta ndpoint of 
protecting cows against flies, they a re 
ju s t as ap plicable to th e p rotection of 
people. 
T h e best m e a n s of fly control is to 
preve nt their brooding. 
It req u ire s ten 
days fo r th e fly to develop from egg 
to adult, so if all b a r n y a r d m a n u re 
and o th e r filth In which it c a n develop 
is cleaned up every five or eight days, 
the flies’ supply will he cut off. 
If it 
is impossible to rem ove th e filth f a r 
enough so that the flies which breed in 
it cannot reach th** house or barns, It 
m a y be tre a te d with pow dered borax 
sprinkled over th e m a n u re pile or oth e r 
filth at the rat** of about an ounce for 
each cubic foot to he treated. 
A fter 
it has been sprinkled on, it should be 
w ashe d through th** pile w ith water. 
Half a pound of hellebore which h as 
been allowed I" stand in ten gallons of 
w a te r f ro m ten to tw enty-four hours 
may be sprinkled a t th e r a t e of a gal­ 
lon to th** cubic loot on th e filth to 
he treated. 
In eith er b a r n s or houses flytraps 
help a Un Ie, and a great deal of relief 
may be obtain ed by m ixing half a 
pin t of milk, h alf a pint of w a t e r and 
two 
tablespoonfuls 
of fo rm a lin 
(40 
per cent form aldehyde). S tronger mix ­ 
tures h a v e so much fo rm alin in them 
th at til** files do not d rink it. 
A slice 
of b rea d m ay ii*1 placed in t h e plate 
in which the m ix tu re is exposed. 
Cows m ay be protected by m e a n s of 
com m ercial o r h o m em ad e repellents.

This is? a lesson of Jesus iii the 
home. 
It; occurred at the beginning of 
passion week. 
We have before us the 
master; the worker. Martha; the wor­ 
shiper, M ary; the witness, Lazarus; 
the traitor, Judas, and the people with­ 
out. 
An unconscious bit of w isdom 
fell from tile lips of that good house­ 
w ife who exclaimed, “How much bet­ 
ter my neighbors’ houses look when I 
have my windows clean.’’ 
Too much 
w e are looking through the eyes of 
selfishness. 
Out of this lesson let us 
learn to look through unselfish eyes. 
I. Unjust Criticism (vv. 1-6). 
It is 
six days before Jesus’ last Passover. 
The accounts of Matthew and Mark 
suggest it to have been within two 
days, 
because 
they 
mentioned 
this 
feast after telling ut’ tin* conspiracy of 
the chief priests and elders with J u ­ 
das, who came to his determination to 
sell his Master atter the reprimand 
given him on this occasion. 
(1) The Value of Good Deeds. 
J e ­ 
sus did not forget, in the supreme 
hour of lits life, the friends whom Ic* 
loved. 
To bring them some further 
spiritual gifts, he had come lo their 
home in Bethany. 
Doubtless lie also I 
had in mind the desire to nourish the ' 
faith which had been kindled in the 
hearts of all by tin* resurrection of 
Lazarus, just as he returned to Cana 
after having performed his first mir­ 
acle (John 4:54). 
Jesus was Very 
<.iodl of Very God, yet he was very 
mu<*n of a real m a n ; therefore he en­ 
joyed the pleasures of home as much 
as other men, and tin* joys of kinship 
and brotherhood. . 
(2) The W ealth of Good Deeds. Out 
of her love Mary expended Sol, prob­ 
ably her whole treasure, in the pur­ 
chase of this alabaster box. aud put 
it aside to use it upon Iii in a t the 
proper time. 
We do not think that site 
stopped to calculate the cost of this 
ointment. Love never estimates value. 
lie r deed proved a safer guide of con­ 
duct than tile calculating prudence of

Tin* Isca­ 
riots usually are the leaders in criii- 
cizing the actions of others.

tiles will 
escape because they will 
breed in decaying vegetable matter or 
in the droppings of animals in the 
pastures. 
However, these will he al­ 
most negligible. 
Flytraps are essential. 
They catch 
the flies coming from breeding places, 
and thus prevent their migrating to 
tile house. 
Enlist the co-operation o f all deal­ 
ers in food supplies. 
Show them the 
danger from flies and what may result 
from unsanitary surroundings of their 
premises. 
If necessary, patronize only 
those dealers who keep their premises 
and their products properly screened. 
They will soon clean their premises 
and elim inate flies if the campaign is 
brought to them in this financial light. 
Endeavor to obtain community co­ 
operation in the fly campaign. Do not 
in* discouraged if a few’ people cannot 
be itiduced to clean up their premises. 
As soon as th ey see that tin* campaign 
is effective they will readily co-operate. I

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A fly left undistyrbed in May means 
a million flies, more or less, alive and 
active in June. 
In the!r quiet little 
way of coming, first one, then another, 
we do not realize the nearness of their 
season until whole broods are actu­ 
ally upon us. lf we don’t keep the flies 
out of our houses, it is not for lack of 
warnings, for every year we read ex­ 
hortations backed up by unpleasant 
statements of fact.

Every time they static on food they | 
l e a v e a few of these germs behind to 
endanger the h e a l t h , and even the lives, j 
of t h o s e who ca t the germ-laden food. I 
Titus the first step toward protecting- 
tile f a m i l y h e a l t h is to h a v e w i n d o w s 
and doors 
we l l screened, anti every 
part of the houst*, especially where 
food is stored or used, kept scrupu-1 
lously m at. 
I fishes should b e w a s h e d ; 
Up i m m e d i a t e l y after they are used, 
any sheds or outbuildings near the! 
house should be kept in spotless order, 
as that is when* tin* flies may breed, I 
a n d a good supply of ammunition for 
fly-fighting, 
homemade fly paper of J 
nonpoisonous kind, and fly swatters, 
must he on hand, to help in tin* cam­ 
paign.

S U L P H U R T O C O N T R O L SCAB 


According to Investigations Spring A p­ 
plication Is Far More Satisfac­ 
tory Than Is Fall. 


Investigation as to the value of sul­ 
phur for controlling potato scab so far 
s e e m s to indicate that spring applica­ 
tions are more satisfactory than those 
made in the fall. 
In experiments the 
benefits secured were greater when 
sulphur was applied to land on which 
no cover crop had been grown the pre­ 
ceding season than on land where one 
had been grown. 
Formaldehyde ap­ 
plied to the seed tubers and sulphur 
applied to the soil gave better results 
than when the two treatments were 
used separately. 
Sulphur broadcasted 
on the soil after planting appears the 
hest method of application; when used 
with fertilizers it gave greater effi­ 
ciency when applied in connection with 
ammonium sulphate than with sodium 
nitrate, with acid phosphate thun with 
steamed bone and with muriate of 
potash than with sulphate.

The chevaux-de-frise is sometimes 
'known as the “knife-rest,” and con- 
•ists simply of a loup pole, resting at 
each end on two pieces of wood con­ 
structed in the form of a St. Andrew a 
cross. 
To this framework the wire is 
attached, and the chevaux-de-frise is 
then thrown over th e parapet by two 
men. 
When 
the

trench have not the necessary frame­ 
work, the wire is distributed in loose 
rolls in front of the position, forming 
rough cylinders three or four feet in 
diameter and eight to twelve feet in 
length.
